Owl Rescue 


Effort Fails 


Another owl has died as the result 
of being trapped in a waste oil sump 
on property on Richfield Road, in 
Yorba Linda, despite a valiant 
attempt to save the bird’s life. 

The owl was rescued from the 
sump by the children of Chuck 
Huffman whose complaints brought 
the situation to light. 

They found the owl when they 
were showing friends the dead birds 
in the waste oil. He was in up to his 
head. Advice to clean the owl with 
detergent and cooking oil helped 
remove much of the goo. 

However, the bird evidently could 
not stand the shock of the experience 
and, along with its refusal to eat, 
died last Wednesday, the day after 
he had been saved from death in the 
oil sump. 


FUHSD OK 


In June of 1974, the Office for Civil 
Rights of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare initiated 
action which ultimately brought into 
effect Title IX of the Education 
Amendments of 1972 of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964.

Local Groups Still 
Have Say on Airport 


Reports circulated during the past 
week thai new federal legislation 
has been passed providing money 
for studies of new airports by a 
private corporation, are not true 
according to a county counsel study 
of the law, Ralph Diedrich, chairman 
of the board of Orange County 
Supervisors stated this week. 

‘‘According to the legal opinion, 
the new law is aimed at the Secretary 
of Transportation and directs him to 
do certain airport studies during the 
next year,’’ Diedrich outlined. 

‘‘County counsel also said that 
this new law in no way affects any 
previous requirement of such 
organization as the Inter-County 
Airport Authority, the group that is 
attempting to study the Chino Hills 
area as an airport location,’’ the 
supervisor chairman added. 

‘All the steps required to apply 
for federal grants for feasibility 
studies or environmental impact 
studies still exist the same as 
before,’ he stated ‘‘and approval of 
local agencies is still required.’’ 

Known as the Airport and Airway 
Development Act Amendments, the 
new law was approved in June and 
instructs the Secretary of Transpor- 
tation to conduct studies with 


respect to land bank planning and 
development for future and existing 
airports, to the establishment of new 
major airports and to soundproofing 
schools, hospitals and public healih 
facilities near airports, Diedrich 
explained. 

The chairman stated also that the 
law spells out that the Secretary 
shall consult with planning agen- 
cies, airport sponsors and other 
interested groups and shall report to 
the Congress one year after the date 
of enactment which will be in June, 
1977. 

‘‘In short, the new amendment 
does not affect any previous laws 
concerning application for airports 
and has nothing to do with the 
planning grant program for 
airports’ Diedrich said. 

‘‘Any application for funding for 
feasibility studies for environmental 
impact reports still has to go through 
all the steps and agencies required 
before this ammendment was 
approved,’’ Diedrich stated. 

The Southern California Assoc- 
iation of Governments (SCAG) and 
county government will still be 
involved in such applications the 
same as in the past,’’ Diedrich 
concluded. 


Antique Store Still Has Woes 


The City Council is going to have a 
second opportunity to overrule a 
Planning Commission recommenda- 
tion on én application for an antique 
store in an existing residence at 4891 
Lakeview. 

The commission had denied Don 
and Laurie Fink's bid for a 
Conditional Use Permit. The Fink’s 
appealed to the council and won. 
Now the PC has denied the design 
review on the basis that the 
submitted plans are *‘inadequate for 
review criteria.” 


The commission directed staff to 
call this to the attention of the 
council. 

Fink, after consulting with his 
attorney, turned down a suggestion 
that the matter be continued by the 
commission. He objected to the 
commission's apparent desire that 
the plans, which he drew himself, 
contain ‘‘more quality.” 

He indicated he does not want to 
go to the expense of hiring a licensed 
landscape architect to execute the

Yorba Linda City Council Monday 
night rolled up its collective sleeves 
and took on the heavies. Round one 
was with the bees. 

Local resident Donald Todd had 
come before the council over two 
months earlier to complain of 
bee-keeping operations near his 
home. 

After being shuttled back and 
forth between City Council and 


Planning Commission, Todd’s 
request for restrictions on the 
activity had come back to the 


council. 

And the council acted. 

After hearing Todd and his wife, 
his neighbors (including one who 
keeps bees), and a number of 
amateur and professional bee-keep- 
ers all voice their cases, the council 
voted to amend the city zoning 
ordinance to permit specifically the 
keeping of three hives or fewer in 
RA, RE, and RS zones. 

Under the change, residents 
living in RU zones might keep three 
or fewer hives if they obtain a 
conditional use permit (CUP) 


Water Tax 
Rate Drops 


President Fred Clodt reported the 
Board of Directors of the Yorba 
Linda County Water District 
authorized and adopted the tax rate 
for the ensuing year and it is good 
news that for the 10th straight year 
the tax has dropped. 

This year its a 10.5% drop or four 
cents per hundred, making the tax 
rate 34 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. * 

When this District was formed the 
tax rate was 79 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, it now is 34 cents 
for $100 assessed valuation, a drop 
of 45 cents in the 16 year period. 

The drop is due to the increased 
assessed valuation of the District, 
good management and the retire- 
ment of the bonds that were issued 
when the District was formed, Clodt 
said.

Also, the keeping of four or more 
hives would be allowed in RA, RE, 
and RS zones subject to acquisition 
of a CUP. 

The keeping of more than three 
hives would be forbidden in RU 
zones. 

Acknowledging the burden that 
the usual $150 fee for applying for a 
CUP would impose on amateur 
bee-keepers, the council further 
voted to reduce the amount to a 
so-far-unspecified figure. 

The amendment, offered by 
Councilman Doug Groot, failed on 
first ballot due to opposition by 
members Whit Cromwell and Irwin 
Fried, who favored restricting 
bee-keeping in RS and RU zones, 
and Dale Chaput, who opposed 
alteration of the present zoning 
ordinance. 

But when a subsequent motion by 
Chaput to postpone action for six 
months was defeated 4-1, Chaput 
re-introduced the Groot measure-- 
which then passed 3-2, Chaput now 
casting his vote with those of Groot 
and Mayor Henry Wedaa. 

Round two was with the horses. 

Under the zoning ordinance, 
horses may be kept on property 
zoned RS provided a CUP is first 
obtained. Developer John Wertin is 
building a house on a parcel of land 
at 18562 Oriente Dr. which is zoned 
RS. 

He applied for a CUP to permit the 
eventual buyers of the property to 
keep horses. 

Many of the neighbors in the area 
voicing concern over the smells and 
flies that horses might bring, 
protested. When the planning 
commission approved the CUP, they 
took their case to the city council. 

Among them was  Awandi 
Cromwell, who organized circula- 
tion of a petition protesting the CUP. 
Since Mrs. Cromwell is wife to 
Councilman Cromwell, the latter 
removed himself from the proceed- 
ings, thereby leaving a council of 
four to contend with the problem and 
thereby creating still another 
problem. 

After their respective sides had 
been presented by Mrs. Cromwell 
and opponents, Wertin, and a 
couple of adjoining property owners 
who had no objections to horses, the 
council tried a vote. 

Chaput moved the planning 
commission's approval be upheld. 
Groot likewise said he could find no 
grounds for refusing the CUP. 

But Fried dissented, citing the 
land’s proximity to RU-zoned land 
and lack of access to horse trails. 
Wedaa concurred, saying that 
although he personally liked horses, 
“If we put them in where they aren’t 
wanted, we’re defeating ourselves 
in the end.’’ 

The motion failed on a 2-2 vote. 

Then Wedaa offered a motion that 
the CUP be denied. This also failed 
on an identical 2-2 vote. 

In response to a question, City 
Attorney Betsy Strauss observed 
that if the council was unable to act, 
the planning commission’s approval 
of the CUP would stand. 

Fried now proposed that a CUP be 
granted for a period of i8 months, 
allowing two horses only to be kept 
on the property. If problems arose, 
the CUP could be revoked at the end 
of the period. 

Wertin said that this would be 
acceptable. Wedaa objected that 
this would be unfair to the buyers of 
the land, but the suggestion passed

Answer to Critic 


Dear Editor, 

On July 28, 1976 you were kind 
enough to print my letter concerning 
the rezoning of my property on 
North Ohio St. 

On August 4, 1976 you printed 
Mr. Dieterie’s rebuttal to my letter. I 
would like to take this opportunity to 
answer that letter. 

When I first saw the rebuttal I was 
pleased to know that my letter had 
been read; however, after reading 
Mr. Dieterle’s comments I was very 
disappointed! 

Iam a Builder, not a letter-writer. 
Letter writing does not come easy for 
me; therefore, I spent considerable 
time composing my letter in order to 
get my point across and evidently, I 
failed! 

Mr. Dieterle pointed out that he 
had to read my letter thru three 
times, but still he seems to have 
missed the whole issue! In his letter 
he did not once refer to my problem 
with the City Council. 

All he did was to attack me 
personally, and praise the Council as 
people who can do no wrong. (The 
typical response of a person when he 
cannot justify an action is to go 
around an issue and attack the 
person raising the question.) 

Mr. Dieterle said he came here 15 
years ago because he liked the free 
rural atmosphere. Did he honestly 
think that nothing would change in 
that length of time? He also accused 
me of coming to Yorba Linda to 
change the General Plan so that I 
could have a higher density! 

The truth is that when I came here 
five years ago there was no General 
Plan and the zoning on my property 
would have allowed 1'2 times the 
units I am asking for now! (These 
lots would average more than 1/2 
acre. Is this what Mr. Dieterle calls 
high density?) 

He also said that I am putting 
personal desires above the commun- 
ity’s welfare; therefore, I wish to 
point out that I am asking for 12 lots 
on 6.8 acres, instead of the 4 homes 
now allowed, but the average size of 
the lots would be greater than the 
average of the surrounding lots. 

In so doing I would be bringing in 
a trunk sewer line that would benefit 
all of the surrounding property 
owners. How is this a detriment to 
the City of Yorba Linda? 

Mr. Dieterle says, ‘‘special 
interest and special treatment 
cannot be condoned in_ the 
administration of a city’’, and yet he 
defends a City Council that does just 
that! : 

Why have I not made any progress 
after obtaining favorable decisions? 
The favorable decisions are obtained 
when an application is judged on it’s 
merits only. But when _ outside 
pressure is exerted by a select few, 
some of the Council members will 
change their minds. 

How do I know the Council 
members are thinking about future 
votes when they render their 
decisions? It is obvious, when 
members of the audience stand up 
and tell them to remember why they 
worked to help get them elected! 

As for my not being a leader, is 
Mr. Dieterle inferring that only the 
leaders in this country have the right 
to justice and equality? Does he 
mean that we average people have to 
abide by the ‘leader’s’ decisions 
because we average people are not 
capable of leadership? 

Why does Mr. Dieterle praise the 
people that were members of the 
City Council before I came to this 
city? They were not and are not now 
on the City Council! Also, what 
bearing does the Chino Hills Airport 
have on my requesting equality in 
property division? 

In one paragraph Mr. Dieterle is 
saying that I lack leadership 
qualities and in the next paragraph 
he accuses me of trying to run the 
city. I wonder if Mr. Dieterle 
realized that he lives in a high 
density area! 

Yes, that’s right! Even though he 
has the largest lot on his street, (just 
over ‘4 acre), many of his neighbors 
have less than 4 acre; therefore, the 
average lot is LESS than the average 
of the lots I proposed. 

Mr. Dieterle lives on a different 
side of town than I, so I can’t 
understand why he is so concerned, 
as it would not affect his lifestyle in 
any way. 

In closing, I would like to make 
one last suggestion: 

Before Mr. Dieterle decides to 
write another letter, perhaps he 
should seek a quiet place for

3-1 over his opposition. 

Round three was with a ghost. 

Don Schug and Edith Neukom 
own land south of the city limits and 
east of Ohio. Together, the two 
parcels make a triangle. 

When the city plan was drawn up, 
the triangle, along with adjoining 
property, was zoned RA, which 
allows maximum development of 
only 0.7 units per acre. 

Trouble was, except for the 
triangle, the land had already been 
subdivided under county zoning 
which allowed greater density. 

The late former Mayor George 
Machado, who supervised prepara- 
tion of the city plan, later allegedly 
termed the RA zoning a ‘‘mistake’’ 
and tried to correct it, changing the 
zoning to RE, which permits 1.8 
units per acre. He failed. 

Last June, Schug had plans for 
subdividing and developing his 
portion of the triangle. To do so, he 
needed RE zoning. But the council 
balked. 


Nevertheless, some council mem- 
bers opposing zoning to RE 
indicated at the time that they could 
agree to re-zoning the land to a 
l1-unit-per-acre density; however, no 
such classification existed. 

Now the council got a proposal 
drawn up by Groot to amend the 
zoning ordinance to create such a 
classification, to be designated 
RLD--residential low-density. 

Although Groot insisted the 
measure had not been conceived 
with any specific property in mind, it 
had obvious use both in the 
Schug-Neukom triangle as well as in 
recent annexations to the east. 

Cromwell reiterated his previous- 
ly expressed disappointment with 
the way the council had handled the 
Schug-Neukom question but voted 
for the proposal. 

Chaput, who had previously 
defended retaining the ‘‘rural 
character’ of the area through RA 
zoning, opposed it. 

It passed 4-1.

plans. 

The planners also elicited from 
D.H. Brose and Associates an 
agreement to relocate an oil well 
tank farm from lot 6 to lot 11 when 
considering a tentative tract map for 
a single family residential develop- 
ment on the west side of Richfield, 
between Yorba Linda and Buena 
Vista. 

Brose plans on developing slightly 
more than 4.5 acres into 12 lots in the 
residential suburban (RS) zone. 

The application of Rose Drive 
Friends Church for a conditional use 
permit to construct a gymnasium 
and educational units to the existing 
facility was approved by the 
commission. 

However, final plans for landscap- 
ing and the educational units will 
have to.be reviewed by the 
commission. Light standards for a 
planned athletic field will be dealt 
with at the time of design review. 

James T. Williams III of 4642 
Avocado got a lot of sympathy from 
individual planners on his request 
for a variance to keep two horses 
rather than one on his property. 

But, because of the size of his lot, 
slightly more than 10,000 square 
feet, his request was denied. 

Planners will take a look at the 
property on which the Mesa-Pacific 
Corp wants to build three houses on 
the west side ef Plumosa, south of 


Bastanchury.
